Dr. Hugh Cumming, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the United States Public 
Health Service, challenges all parents 
of the country to save their children 
from unnecessary diphtheria. 

“Although diphtheira attacks per- 
sons of all ages,” he says, “it is pre- 
eminently a disease of children, es- 
pecially of children from one to «six 
years of age. The disease is also 
much more apt to be fatal in young 
children, so that prevention is ce-peci- 
ally important in the pre-school per- 
iod. About 57 per cent. of the deapths 
from diphtheria in the U.S. Registra- 
ion Area are in children under 5, and 
85 per cent. in children undcr 10 
years of age.” 

With the advent of November we 
are in one of the most dangerous sea- 
sons of the year, for during this 
month and December and January 
diphtheria takes its heaviest toll of 
health and life. 

“In general,” according to°Dr. Cum- 
ming, “diphtheria is more prevalent 
and more fatal in the Northern than 
in the Southern States; and the death 
rate is higher in cities than in the 
country. The well-to-do scem to suf- 
fer as much as do the children of the 
poor.” 

The study of the figures of Dr. 
Cummings shows since the year 1920 
a real decline in this scourge of child- 
hood. With 120,000 cases, however, 
‘Jand 10,500 deaths throughout the 
United States in 1924, there is need

proportions of a monstrous epidemic. 
We do not need to be reminded of 
the influenza which swept the country 
during 1918-1919, nor do we want to 
see any disease that can readily be 
wiped out sweep. in similar fashion 
through the ranks of childhood. Diph- 
i theria of the type we now know seems 
jto have begun somewhere between the 
years of 1850 and 1860 and after that 
jtime it spread over the entire civil- 
jized world. 

; “In the United States,” says Dr. 
|Cumming, summing up the history of 
|the disease and thereby pointing out 
\the menace we are averting, “follow- 
ing the invasion of the. pandemic, 
{about 1855, diphtheria continued to be 
highly prevalent and very fatal until 
about 1200, Its course differed in 
| different parts of the cowitry; but, in 
‘general, the mortality increased from 
about 1855 to 1885 or 1890, when the 
|death rate reached as high as 200 per 
' 100,000 or over in some of the large 
leities, Since about 1885 to 1890, the 
death rate has steadily decfined, due 
in part to a decreased number of cases, 
{but more to a decreased case-fatality, 
which since 1896, may be attributed in 
large part to the general use of anti- 
toxin in treatment.” 

A cure is a miracle, but prevention 
of a disease is as beautiful as a law 
of nature or of God. When every 
father and mother realizes that there 
need not be any diphtheria, diphtheria 
will cease to exist. The means are 
perfected to-day which will make your 
lchildren safe from infection. If one 
lof them should by any chance get 
‘diphtheria, the means are perfected 
|for.saving his life. 

As Dr. Cumming phrases it, “There 


Save the Children from 
Diphtheria. 


are three lines of attack for the con- 
trol of diphtheria, namely: 

“1, Protection against exposure to 
virulent diphtheria germs. 


“2. Immunization by toxoid of sus- 
ceptible persons, so that if exposed to 
the disease they will not contract it. 

“3, Curative treatment, chiefly by 
the administration of antitoxin. 

“All three lines of attack must be 
followed for the most effective preven- 
tion.” 

Your own private physician or your 
local or provincial board of health 
will give you any information and as- 
sistance you may need in your effort 
to protect your own children and the 
children of your community. 

Where local boards of health or 
other organizations are forming clin- 
ics for the administration af toxoid, 
it is urged that they also offer vac- 
cination against smallpox. The two 


treatments can be advantageously 
combined. 

There is no risk in combining the 
two prophylactics, such as procedure 
has become routine with officials of 
the Provincial Board.

The Hebridean .emigrants who 
are leaving their lone sheilings and 
misty islands for a new life in 
Canada have, curiously enough, 
hitherto been ignored by the novel- 
ist, although the romance of this 
migration, extending over a hundred 
years provides a wonderful field for 
fiction. The extent of this field 
has now been-realized, however, in 
the new novel “Eyes of a Gypsy,” 
by the Canadian writer John 
Murray Gibbon, who is the well- 
known author of “Drums Afar”, 
etc., and Dean of Publicity of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Action should be taken by the 
authorities in the Province of Que- 
bec to shorten the open season for 
hunting deer and moose, according 
to Ozark Ripley, well known writer 
on_animal and wild life and prom- 
inent hunter and angler. Mr. Ripley 
also believes that the deer season is 
too early as in September the deer 
are still in their red coats, and their 
numbers are only conserved through 
their ability to hide amongst the 
leaves of the underbrush which have 
not yet fallen. He believes that a 
scarcity of this game will result 
from the lengthy season.
